There is another practical reason— 


for local contributions to schol 
costs. If-a district wants more than 
the-minimum provided by the pro- 
vincial government, it is up to the 
local taxpayer to furnish the extra 
funds for amenities. beyond the basic 
level.

The results 
brought from him the statement: “t 
shudder to think of what the 
students do not know. I am shocked 
by the geographical ignorance of the 
product of B.C. schools.” 

Dr. Robinson finds that many of 
those who should know — students 


who have taken previous university 
level courses in geography — lack 
many of the facts of Canadian geog- 
raphy. 

Dr. Robinson may have missed 
the familiar discussion of recent 
years in which'some educators have 
been de-emphasizing the importance 
of facts and telling us that educa- 
tion is something other than the 
aceumulation of data. He might, 
however, on the basis of his test 
results, ask how knowledge of a sub- 
ject can be soundly built on a 
vacuum — or is that idea just old- 
fashioned pedantry?

Timing the Levesque Confrontation . 


A important and perhaps crucial 
X& test of the posgibility of stopping 
Quebec's long drift toward independence 
is—expected- at the annual congress_of 
~ Que bec provincial 
Liberals October 13- 
the official agenda 
may say, the one 
issue at the meeting 
will be the fate of 
Rene Levesque's pro- 
posal that Quebec 
pull out of Confeder- 
ation and then asso- 
ciate with the rest of 
Canada in a form of 


commor market. 

There is little chance of the Levesque 
plan winning a yote of approval this 
month. 


The question is whether it will come to 


-a vote and be beaten or be kept on the 


table without a vote until a later 
meeting, in June 1968, at which the party 
plans to decide on its constitutional 
policy. 


Hope for Success 


For the Levesque supporters the best 
hope of eventual success is to have the 
plan kept alive for study by the party 
until-next June. ; 


That would: give Mr. Levesque a tong 
winter in.which fo throw his great gifts 
for persuasion and communication into a 
campaign for enough public support to 
influence’ the party’s eventual decision, a 
strategy he used successfully in his 
campaign for the ‘nationalization of 
electricity. 

By June,-a successful campaign would 
put Mr. Levesque in a position, if not to 
win a showdown vote within his party, at 
least to split the party seriously and 
perhaps to bring about the realignment 
— at which he has already hinted — of 
the pro and anti independence factions 
within the two major provincial parties. 

For the pro-Confederation forces, led 
by party president Eric Kierans, the best 
hope would be a vote against the 
Levesque plan this month. That would 
minimize Mr. Levesque’s chances of 
breaking off a sizeable chunk of the 
present party when he walked out, as he 
is almost unequivocally commi 
if his proposal is rejected. 


Clear Alternative 


More important it would give Quebee, 
for the first time in recent’ years, a 
party that was clearly anti-separatist. 

It is widely believed outside Quebec, 
and to some extent in Québec, that the 


-_Majority of the province’s population is 


firmly against political separation from 
Canada. So far there has been no test of 
the truth of that assumption, But even if 
it were true, it would be largely 
irrelevant without ‘effective political 
representation in a ptovincial party 
committed to keeping Quebec in Confed- 
eration. 

Up to now there has been no such 
political expression for anti-separatism. 

Neither major: party has cléarly 
espoused the cause of indepenflence. But 
both major parties have espoused a 
Quebec-first, militant nationalism that 
operates on the assumption that the 


government of Quebec -must have .an- 


ever-increasing role in the lives of the 
province’s population and the federal 
government an ever-decreasing role. 


Matter of Mood 


This trend, a matter of mood as well 
as of concrete policies, has already gone 
a long way toward detaching Quebec 
from. Canada in spirit and cannot 
continue indefinitely without detaching it 
in fact as well. 

A defeat for the Levésque plan and an 
unequivocal anti-independence stand by 
the provincial Liberals would offer at 
least some hope of establishing an 
opposing force against this slide toward 
independence. 

Baving rejected separation, the pro- 
Vincial Liberals would be -obliged, for 
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15. No matter what 
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their own survival, to start telling 
Quebec voters the advantages they see in 
Confederation. 

Federal liberals have-had this job 
alone, until mow, and have been 
undercut by the nationalist charges that 
they are traitors, or at least suspiciously 
un-Quebecois. 

At next weekend’s congress, both pro- 
independence and _ pro-confederation 
forces will be attempting to sway the 
third force, led by Mr. Lesage and by 


‘Liberal house leader Pierre Laporte, 


whose chief concern is to save the party 
from serious damage. 


Seek Compromise 


Both Mr. Lesage and Mr. Laporte, a 
leading contender for Mr. Lesage’s 
succession, have attempted to play down 


_ the independentist implications of Mr. 


Levesque’s plan and so keep the door 
open to a compromise. 

Mr, Lesage is clearly reluctant to give 
up the potent electoral weapon of Quebec- 
first nationalism.

A Plan to Shrink Bombing Areas 


N assumption is spreading’ here that 
President Johnson intends soon, 
after the new officials in South Vietnam 
have taken their elected seats, to test

tiations. His refusal 
to. be hurried into 
this overture served - 
two useful purposes.

It gave the North Vietna- 
mese a prolonged and bitter taste of the 
i negotiating an end-to the 
struggle. 
. Buit the delay has also produced fresh 
complications. Mr. Johnson_is_crowded 
from both sides, from one by the 
military commanders who insist that a 
bombing cessatiori will be a disaster for 
the troops in the field and from the other 
by the menacing wave of dissent which 
has arisen against him and the war.

BACK TO SQUARE 1 FOR MAO? 


Chairman’ Mao's~ latest 
directive to the Chinese 
masses represents.a return 
almost to square one in the 
year-old Cultural . Revolution, 


Peking has ordered the 
people to organize themselves 
into revolutionary “great 
alliances.” According to vari- 
ous reports. from official 
Chinese agencies, at . least 
1,000 such alliances have been 
formed. 


However, ‘‘great alliances’ 
represent only the first stage 
in the’ program to build 
“r evolutionary committees’* 
which are to be -the pro- 


visional organs of power in 


the Cultural Revolution. 


One Segment 


A “great alliance” is only 
gne segment of a three-way 
alliance mecessary for the 
establishment of*a “revolu- 
tionary committee.” The 
other two segments are the 
army and revolutionary (i.e. 


loyal) cadres drawn from 
officials in the the ’ local 
administrations. 


The new program to stress 
the ““great alliances’ appar- 
ently was contained in an 
*‘instruction”’ issued by Chair- 
man Mao Tse-tung early in 
September, It amounts to an 
admission that the original 
“r evolutionary | committees"’ 
had failed to achieve unity on 
lower levels and the whole 
program, has to be started 
over again, 

The first “revolutionary 
alliances” were formed last 
January but the accent at that 
time was on achieving the 
higher level “revolutionary 
committees.””, Now the higher 
level is being virtually ignored 
in an attempt to put the lower 
stages on a firmer footing. 


Power to Army 


This new tactic follows a 
campaign to give 
authority to the army in 
quelling the continued dis- 
turbances caused by various 
factions competing for power 
in-China. The original ‘‘revo- 
lutionary alliances" broke 
down when those taking part 
resorted to an armed struggle 
to decide who should lead the 
alliances.

Vietnam Debate 


Now Two-Party 


WASHINGTON It has 
taken the better part of two 
years, but the debate about 
United States Vietnam policy, 
which begfin in the Demo- 
. cratic party, has now become 
a major interest: of the 
Republicans. The development 
is healthy for the country, ‘but 
no one should be misled about 
the probable result. 

The result is not likely to be 
the nomination of an all-out 
“dove” by the Republican 
convention next August or the 
conversion of the presidential 
campaign next fall into a 
debate between a Republican 
advocate of disengagement 
and a president who insists 
the struggle must go.on, no 
matter what its cost or 
consequences. 


No one can say such an 
outcome is impossible, of 
course, but another result is 
much more likely. Before 
speculating, however, let us 
look for a moment at the 
national advantage . that is 
gained by shifting the Viet- 
nam debate to the minority 
party. 

So long as the Vietnam 
argument was centered 
among “Democrats it was 
subject to two distortions. 

First, the Democratic 
critics of the President's war 
policy were always accused of 
operating from personal 
motives, making it difficult to 
distinguish personal anti- 
pathies from policy differ- 
ences. Sen. J. W. Fulbright 
was suspected of harboring

But if this country 
is so weak, or its cause in 
Vietnam so fragile, that it 
cannot tolerate responsible 
debate within the opposition 
party on a major foreign 
policy question, then matters 
have indeed reached a pretty 
pass.

Act ually, f Repbulican 
debate on Vietnam is Jikely to 
be of great use to the country, 
because it is free of the two 
major distortions that affect 
the Democratic argument. 
The Republican debate is less 
envenomed by personal feel- 
ings, for the simple reason 
that Republicans are not 
expected to give aid and 
comfort to an opposition-party 
president. And the outcome of 
the Republican debate is not 
preietermined; in the open 
battle for the GOP nomina- 
tion, Vietnam policy is“ a 
legitimate’ weapon for all 
contenders, and no one can 
say with certainty whose 
views will prevail. 

However, the ‘doves’. are 
unlikely to triumph, for three 
reasons. 

First, the Republican tradi- 
tion is one of staunch anti- 
communism. The Republican 
advocates of disengagement in 
Vietnam have not yet framed 
an adequate answer to those 
who contend that an Amer- 
ican backdown in ‘Vietnam 
would give the Communists a 
vital strategic victory, 

Second, those who occupy 
the traditional power centers 
in the party — titular leaders 
Eisenhower and Goldwater, 
congressional leaders Dirksen 
and Ford, and the gov 
of the largest states — 
favor continuing or expa 
the-present mi effort to 
secure the strategic objective 
of a non-Communist regime in 
South Vietnam. 


Third, the three prospective 
nominees. whose stock has 
been: rising in recent months’ 
— Nixon, Nelson Rockefeller 
and Donald Reagan — are ail 
hard-liners on Vietnam. Those 
who have been slumping or 

still — Romney and 
Percy — are the ones who are 
talking of limiting the U.S. 
effort 


In the coming primaries, 
one would guess, Nixon will 
articulate the case for contin- 
uing the war more effectively 
than Romney will argue for 
limiting the U.S. involvement. 

Thus, to see the Republican 
party emerging with a ‘‘dove’’ 
candidate and platform next 
August, one would have to 
imagine the successful refuta- 
tion of . traditional anti-Com- 
munism; @ policy reversal by, 
or repudiation of, its most 
influential leaders; and a 
complete upset in the present 
odds on the prospective., can- 
didate. 

All of this may occur, of 
course, or even be forced on 
the GOP by a marked shift in 
public sentiment against con- 
tinuing the war, a shift which 
Morton and others think may 
already be under way.— 


Quebec Can B 
Without Ruining C 


An internal French- 
speaking debate is now 
joined in Quebec which 
could have far - reaching 
consequences for the fu- 
ture of Canada. 


It’s primary symbol, 
for the moment, is Mr. 
Levesque’s challenge to 
the provincial - Liberal 
party to go the “inde- 
pendentiste” way—a sov- 
ereign” state of Quebec 
within a loose “‘confed- 
eral” union whose details 
are unknown except for 
their inevitable destruc- 
tion of the Canada’ we 
have. 


It is one of the trage- 
dies of almost all nation- 
alisms, in their darker 
aspects, that they do not 
really count the economic 
cost and do not weigh the 
emotions or claims of 
those members of the 
territorial ( ) com- 
munity who may*not be 
-members of the language- 
community of the major- 
ity (French-speaking). 

English-speaking Canadians 
in Quebec, who have as much 
right to be regarded as 
“Quebeckers as their French- 
speaking neighbors, are for 
the most part silent and 
growingly fearful, except for 
the’ few who are trying 
desperately to articulate’ a 
position or for some others — 
often establishment types on 
the right or appeasers. on, the 
left — who are too ready to 
accommodate to some inevit- 
able franchisizing of their 
future. 


What to Do? 


What can Canadians, the 
vigorous, moderate Canadians 
who say. “Canada first’? and 
Quebec fulfilled but second, 
who say a united country first 
and the provinces strong but 
second, do at this serious 
time? 

They can stand up and be 
counted as Canadians; they 
can insist with voice and 
mass meetings and manifest 
goodwill that whatever the 
constitutional. changes, the 
“one Canada’ must be pre- 
served and that they believe 
there is. enough political 
imagination to have the quiet 
revolutiorr fulfill itself without 
assuming it must do so at the 
expense of destroying Canada 
we know, 

Here is a possible program 


for men of moderation inside 
Quebec and elsewhere in 
Canada: 


1—There must be assembled 
in Montreal before many 
weeks have gone by represen- 
tatives of every non-govern- 
mental_sector in Canada — 
mass media, educational, 
welfare, religious, business, 
labor and agriculture, the 
‘whole lot — who share a 
common belief that the Cana- 
dian confederation was not 
meant tobe a springboard for 
sovereign provinces opting out 
at the will of some activist 
* minority. 


A ‘Snowball’ 


This should be a conference 
to generate a “‘counter-snow- 
ball” and to give the majority 
of Canadians moderates a 
chance to express their insis- 
tence upon unity and to 
demand of their political 
leaders that they saccommo- 
date all their claims to the 
overriding claim of a united 
Canada. 

2—The federal government 
must not appear to be obvious 
tacticians delaying debate or 
waiting for academic studies 
to justif¥ detailed discussion. 
It must give the appearance 
of effective leadership by

_Conversely, the French- 
speaking majority in Quebec, 
and particularly moderates of 
all shades and parties must 
restate the ‘‘two- peoples” 
theory in such a way that it 
encourages the creation apt a 


new-confidence, Inside 
Quebee," among. the two 
language groups. 

Silence on the growing issue 
of English-speaking confidence 
in a future dynamic Quebec, 
with a French majority, now 
is a mounting threat to any 
federal dialogue on all the 
Canadian-wide issues of the 
common future. 

“4—We must recognize that 
the real debate is not between 
Ottawa and Quebe¢ but within 
the French-speaking family of 
Quebec ‘itself.

Catherine Schubert 

The first white woman to 
come to British Columbia 
overland m the east was 
Catherine” Schubert. 

Born in County Down, Ire- 
land, in 1835, she obviously 
inherited a measure of Irish 
determination. She came to 
the United States when she 
was 15, travelling with her 
family and |met Francis 
Augustus Schubert of Dres- 
den, Saxony, in New: York. 

In 1860 unfriendly Indians 
caused them to move from St.

When news 
arrived in 1862 of the Cariboo 
gold strike they determined to 
head west. They joined a 
party from Ontario who 
aimed to travel overland to 
the gold fields.

How does topaz differ from 
corundum? 

Topaz is a glassy crystal, 
tinted with lemon or sunbeam 


_colors. The earth has’ several @ 


recipes for making topaz from 
different ingredients. The value 
of the topat depends upon the 
mineral ingredients nature uses 


to make it. The most. precious} 


topaz is made from a mineral 
called corundum, 


Nature’s gem stones are made 


from the same minerals used to 
make the ordinary rocks in the 
ground. Carbon atoms can be 
arranged to make soft, sooty 
graphite or hard, glassy 
diamonds. The gem stones are 
everyday atoms and molecules, 
arranged in compact formations 
to form glassy crystals. Traces 
of other minerals may tint the 
crystals with color, ‘adding 
beauty and value. Ages ago, 
yellow tinted crystals found in 
the ground were named topaz. 


This was long before gem 
admirers knew that nature's 
jewels were made from ordi- 
nary atoms and molecules. 
Now we know that nature has 
at —least.—three —revipes__for 
making yellow crystals. We still 
call all of ‘them topaz and 
though they may look alike to us, 
an expert can tell the differ- 
ence. False topaz, or citrine, is 
made from silica, the plentiful 
mineral used to make sand and 
quartz. Its molecules can be 
crowded together in crystal 
formation and tinted with traces 
of color, Specks of decay may be 
frozen inside the glassy prison 
to add tints of marigold or 
lemonade. But this handsome 
yellow topaz is rated only as a 
semi-precious gem. 


Precious Stones 


Precious topaz is made from 
a different mineral. Its mole- 
cules contain atoms of alumi- 
nui and fluorine, silicon and 
oxygen. When packed together, 


‘ these molecules form a harder, 


brighter crystal than the quartz 
crystals of citrine. This mineral 


crystal may be glassy clear or 


watery blue, tinted with brown. 
or ghostly pink..The yellow and

OTTAWA — Canadians were 
fated today with an appeal 
from. Finance Minister Mitchell 
Sharp to work with the govern- 
ment ‘to hold down costs and 
prices or face the alternative of 
a stiff rise in taxes. 
Inflationary pressures ar eé| 
rapidly gaining momentum 
again in’the country. Prices and 
costs are soaring. The federal 
goVernment has émbarked on a 
determined campaign: to curb 
the inereases. It needs the help 


to exercise “restraint,’’ said ‘the 
minister. 

He bluntly warned that if 
inflationary pressures continue 
at their present rate the 
government will have to step in 
and forcibly bring about defla- 
tion. He implied that tax 
increases would be Ottawa's 
weapon. 

Later-in a television interview | 
he acknowledged that higher 
taxes were the implication but 
said he hesitated to attach such 
a threat to his appeal for co- 
operation in combatting . infla- 
tion. 

MAJOR SPEECH 

In__a_ wide-ranging -m-a jor 

speech, on the economy of the 
country during the resumed 
budget debate Wednesday Mr. 
Sharp said if Canadians cannot 
collectively and individually 
restrain costs and prices a 
“cooline-off period” would be 
imposed. 
, The budget debate continued 
today. A vote on the New 
Democratic Party amendment, 
which constitutes a want-of- 
confidence vote, will take place 
tonight. 

The minister outlined his 
proposed actions as follows 

1—Holding down the budget} 
deficit to his already forecast 
$740,000,000 and the government 
limiting ‘its demands on the 
canital market. | 
2—Already slashed. from the| 
estimated expenditures of the 


national. accounts in 1968-69. 
3—Ottawa will ask for the 
continued co-operation of the 
provinces and\.municipalities in 
the‘ anti-inflation.drive. 
4—The federal government is 
appealing to industrial and labor 


organizations to organize a 
campaign to hold down in- 
creases in costs and prices,/| 


exercising restraint and curbing 
demands for wage raises. 


TOUGH LANGUAGE 

Mr. Sharp's appeal and warn-| 
ing to Canadians was couched in 
some of the toughest language 
he has used since assuming 
office. It drew jibes from 
opposition members that the 
government had been. ‘“‘free 
spending”, but Mr,» Sharp 
snapped back that it was 
slashing estimated expenditures. 
He urged the opposition to! 
assist by not demanding bigger 
spending programs. | 

He revised upwards his fore- 
cast of growth in the Gross 
National Product from 67% per 
cent to 7 per cent or slightly 
more. He - admitted that this 
implied an undesirable increase 
in prices. ‘ 

He forecast next year con- 
sumer demands will increase 
more strongly than this year. 
But government demands for 
goods and services would go up 
jess this year. 

Later in a TV interview 
talking about cutting back 
expenditures Mr. Sharp invited 
the’ provincial governmerits to 
postpone implementation of 
medicare.

Key Policy Shift Begins 
Real Constitution Reform 


By PETER NEWMAN 

OTTAWA — The long. pain- 
ful precess of fundamentally 
reworking Canada’s constitu- 
tion — the legal framework 
within whick we live and 
govern ourselves — has begun 
in earnest. 

Confirmation of this mo- 
mentous step came today in a 
service club , 
speech de- 
livered in 
Quebee City 
by~ Maurice 
Sau.ve, , the 
federal mi n- 
ister of 
forestry and 
one- of Que- 
senior 
repr esenta- 
tives in the . 
federal cabinet. 

In his speech, which was 
read and approved beforehand 
both by Prime Minister Pear- 
son and Justice Minister 
Trudeau, Sauve invited “the

NEW POSITION 

What makes Sauve’s speech 
so important is that it’s a 
marked departure from 
Ottawa's previous staunchly 
held position that constitu- 
tional changes should proceed 
in orderly progression from 
the relatively uncomplicated 
matter of winning approval 
for previncial adoption ofa 
bill of rights, to the more 
fundamental questions of 
Canada’s future existence. 

Now, accorddin “to Sauve, 
there no longer are any 
“constitutional subjects which 
can be declared axiomatically 
beyond the bounds of 
discussion,” 

He came back to this point 


over, and -oyer again in ‘his 
speech (It “is not. the policy 
of the federal government’ to 
place. any réstrictions oh the 
extent or subject: matter of. a 
constitutional conference’).
